“ We can n ot recogn ize, hold official relation s with, or 
give frien d ly reception t«» the agen ts of a govern men t 
which is d etermin ed an d boun d to con spire again st om 
in stitution s; whose d iplomats w ill be agitators of d an ger­ 
ous revolt; whose spokesmen ay that they sign agree­ 
men ts with n o in ten tion of keepin g them.’

“The origin al refusal of the 1 n ited States to recogn ize 
Russia had n othin g to d o with the ackn owled gmen t or re­ 
pud iation of its d ebt to this coun try. . .
